EDWIN HATFIELD ANDERSON °

When Edwin Hatfield Anderson resigned 
as Director of the New York Public Library 
and became Director Emeritus on the first 
of November, 1934, a professional career of 
unusual .activity came to an end. Other 
librarians may have held their posts longer, 
others may have had more varied experiences, 
but it is not easy to find another who com- 
bined such length of service, such a record of 
achievement, such noteworthy character- 


istics of the book man. 


His resignation ended more than a quarter 
century of service with the New York Public 
Library. Before that began, however, he 
had played an important part in library work 
in two states and in the country at large; 
he had laid the foundations of the Carnegie 
Library of Pittsburgh, had directed the New 
York State Library at Albany, had served 
as guide and mentor for hundreds of students 


in the library schools at Pittsburgh and 
Albany, had stood in friendship with a strik- 
ingly wide cross section of library workers 
in all parts of the country — and was held 
in affection, honor, respect, esteem by all 
who had the pleasure of knowing him or the 
privilege of working with him. He served 
as president of the American Library Asso- 
ciation at the Washington meeting in 1914. 

His fellow librarians throughout the coun- 
try hope that the freedom from administra- 
tive cares and responsibilities now granted 
may assure him many years to sit by the 
wayside and to comment on the passing 
show, sure that those comments will set forth 
in striking fashion the wealth of experience 
his professional life has put at his command, 
and those observations will show a rare 
setting of humor and insight. 


MAGAZINE NOTES 


Journal of Forestry, vol. 32, no. 6 (August, 1934), 
was only a supplement with information for members 
and is not supplied on subscription. This is a very 
sad practice — to number in a part as part of a series 
and then restrict its distribution, thus rendering all 
subscribers’ copies imperfect. The subscription price 
implied complete volumes. A valid kick should be 
made by all. 

Mid Pacific changed to a quarterly in 1935, will go 
back to a monthly in 1936, and now raises price to 
$3.50 (libraries $3.00). This cancels note in Bulletin 
of Bibliography, January-April, 1935. 

New Outlook changes management, style, and fre- 
quency of issue. Will keep only the name. No issues 
since June, 1935, published. 

Planning and Civic Comment. (See also note on 
page 102 of Bulletin of Bibliography, vol. 15.) 

Although this was announced as a $3.00 quarterly 
to succeed City Planning, and all former subscribers 
who had paid for 1935 are receiving the new journal 
(vol. 1, no. 1, March, 1935) in lieu of City Planning, 
it is announced that new subscribers must take out a 
$5.00 membership in the American Civic Association, 
and receive in addition to the quarterly magazine, an 
Annual (American Civic Annual). It is expected 
also that payment of the membership be made 
direct, and not through agents. 

If this policy is followed and all subscribers renewing 
for 1936 are obliged to become $5.00 members, we 
predict that many will switch to Planner’s Journal, the 
new periodical (vol. 1, no. 1, ce pr 1935) now 
published by the former editors of City Planning, 
which may be had on a regular subscription basis, at 
$3.00 for a year of six issues. 
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Subscriptions Extended 


Advertising Arts merged in Advertising and Selling 
July 1, 1935, and subscribers to both get an extension 
to cover numbers due. 

American Journal of Physical Therapy was not pub- 
lished from October, 1934, to March, 1935, and ex- 
tended all subscriptions six months. 

American Printer reduced its price January, 1935, 
and gave all paid-up subscribers an extension of 50% 
of unexpired time (those “expiring” in July and 
August got four months). 

American Spectator omitted April and May, 1935, 
and gave two months’ extension. 

Architectural Forum reduced price in May, 1935, 
from $7.00 to $4.00. Subscribers paid through De- 
cember, 1935, got extension to June, 1936. 

Boys and Girls Newspaper became semi-monthly 
June 1, 1935, and all subscriptions paid at the weekly 
$3.00 rate were advanced to compensate for the $1.00 
reduction or 14 nos. for each month paid for begin- 
ning May, 1935. 

Camping Magazine stopped with February, 1934, 
and a new publisher resumed publication January, 
1935, extending all subscriptions to cover omitted 
numbers. 

Canadian Forum stopped May and June, 1935, 
extending subscriptions two months. 

Chicagoan omitted May and June, and extended 
subscriptions two months. 

Educational Law and Administration omitted Sep- 
tember and November, 1934, and extended all 1934 
subscriptions to cover May and September, 1935 
(the only issues published this year). All subscrip- 
tions paid for 1935 will get 1936 instead. 

Grade Teacher. November 10, 1934, the two-year 
rate was raised from $3.50 to $4.00, on May 1, 1935, 
reduced again to $3.50. Subscriptions paid at the 
$4.00 rate extended two months. 

McCall Fashion Book will only issue 5 nos. in 1935 
and thereafter. All paid at the old rate through 
December, 1935, will have an extension of one issue 
(January-February, 1936). 

Mid America skipped July and October, 1934, nos. 
and advanced subscriptions six months. 

Town and Country became a monthly in June, 1935 
(formerly semi-monthly) and all subscriptions are 
extended to cover as many monthly issues as there 
were semi-monthly numbers due. Each month paid 
for at old rate entitles to two months of the new issue. 


NEW BOOKS BY LIBRARIANS 


HAINES, HELEN E. Living with books; the art 
of book selection. 

This volume is no. 2 in the Columbia University 
Studies in Library Service. (No. 1 was Ralph R. 
Shaw’s translation of Schneider’s ‘‘Handbuch der 
Bibliographie, third edition’”’.) Miss Haines, so well 
known to an earlier generation of librarians as man- 
aging editor of Library Journal, has been these many 
years living in Southern California and giving instruc- 
tion in book selection to the library schools students 
there. This long-awaited book is a veritable mine 
of information, arranged and docketed as only a 
librarian could. It is not only a text in the teaching 
of book selection, but an inspiration to students and 
all readers in determining book values, and reading 
with discrimination. The author divides her study 
into four parts: Foundations and backgrounds; 
Values and appraisals; Substance and product; Ex- 
ploration and discovery. Thus we have interestingly

A BIBLIOGRAPHY OF ARTICLES ON EDUCATION IN NOSOTROS 


By MADALINE W. NICHOLS 
University of California 
and 
LuciA BURK KINNAIRD

Nosotros was a monthly review of Argentina. 
With Roberto Fernando Giusti and Alfredo Antonio 
Bianchi as editors, its publication began in Buenos 
Aires in August, 1907, and continued until December, 
1934. In addition to the typical creative prose and 
poetical works usually found in a literary review, it 
contained hundreds of scholarly articles in such diverse 
fields as anthropology, art, education, economics, 
history, literary criticism, music, philology, political 
science, religion, and sociology. At present there is 
no complete index to this mass of valuable material. 
The purpose of the accompanying bibliography is to 
make available all the articles in the eighty-one vol- 
umes of Nosoiros in the field of education. 

in the notations accompanying the items, it has 
been our purpose to indicate the contents of each 
article only to such an extent as to make possible 
immediate decision upon its value for any specific 
study. The notations, therefore, are in no sense to 


be considered as summaries. Expression of opinion 
has been limited to the extent of starring certain 
articles which seemed especially valuable through the 
inclusion of bibliographical material, etc. Should 
Nosotros not be available in a local library, it is hoped 
that the notations will be useful in determining the 
advisability of inter-library loan applications. 


*Acufia, Angel. La escuela en el régimen de organiza- 
cién de la instrucci6én pdblica argentina. 78: 113- 
30, February—March, 1933. 

Juan B. Teran has reported on his work as the head of 
Argentine primary instruction. His thesis is ‘‘spiritual- 
ize our school;’’ ‘‘the purpose of the primary school 
cannot be preparation for practical life." The author 
of this article disagrees with Teran in that he believes 
that there should be no fundamental conflict between 
two systems — that preparing for life’s work and that 
preparing one’s intelligence. He then describes the 
organization of Argentine primary education and stresses 
its similarity to that of France. 
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*Acufia, Angel. La escuela en el régimen de organ- 
izaci6n de la instruccién pdblica argentina. 78: 
291-306, April, 1933. 

The school is discussed in its relation to the individual 
and to society. In the first respect, the author notes a 
need for serious study of child psychology; in the second 
respect, he finds the school to be founded on a social 
organization of which the fundamental elements are a 
spirit of discipline, adhesion to social nuclei, and the 
spirit of self-rule. The first two elements are then 
studied. 

La escuela en el régimen de organizaci6n de la 
instrucci6n piblica argentina. 79: 284-98, July— 
August, 1933. 

A study of “the autonomy of the will,’’ produced 
through conciliation of effort and interest. The author 
also analyses the concepts underlying the ‘‘active school’”’ 
and notes “its philosophical affiliation with the current 
of ideas’’ to which it owes its inception. 

La escuela en el régimen de organizacién de la 
instrucci6n piblica argentina. 80: 260-74, Novem- 
ber, 1933. 

Contemporary educational reform is described as 
pragmatic; reformers leave nothing alone. The author 
then discusses Adolfo Ferriére and his ‘‘active school” 
and notes errors of pedagogical doctrine. 

La escuela en el régimen de organizacién de la 
instruccién piblica argentina. 80: 376-93, Decem- 
ber, 1933. 

A school should not be life itself but one of numerous 
social factors preparing for life. To make of manual 
training the central activity of a school is educational 
retrogression, not progress, in that only one’s lower fac- 
ulties receive stimulation. Education should not be a 
mere accumulation of facts but rather one of skills. 

La escuela en el régimen de organizacién de la 
instrucci6n ptblica argentina. 81: 160-74, March, 
1934. 

A consideration of the three systems proposed in the 
practical application of the preceding educational theory: 
Montessori, Froebel, the Kindergarten. The article 
concludes with the note of a lack of properly trained 
teachers and with recognition of a lamentable official dis- 
regard for the establishment of such schools. 


Alberini, Coriolano. La ensefianza de la historia en las 
universidades alemanas. 7: 56-64, January, 1912. 
A review of this book by Ernesto Quesada. The re- 
viewer, however, disapproves of the advocated Lamprecht 
system. 

















La ensefianza de la historia en las universidades 
alemanas. Las teorias de Lamprecht. 8: 97-121, 
June, 1912. 

A review of Ernesto Quesada’s book on this subject. 
The author notes five things to be deduced from the work: 
the excellence of method in the teaching of history in 
Germany, the fact that nationalism in the teaching of 
history in Germany has become an electoral question 
through antagonism to socialism, the need of a socio- 
logical treatment of history, the need of professorial 
research, and the inestimable advantages which would 
accrue were the Lamprecht system introduced in Argen- 
tina. 


Babuglia, A. Cuestiones educacionales. 17: 
January, 1915. 

A pessimistic consideration of educational questions 
despite such innovations as the introduction into the 
curriculum of athletics and manualtraining. ‘‘The great 
inconvenience of those plans with their six years, their 
ordered, graded, and complete programs is that 
of requiring for their development that the professors 
be professors and the pupils, pupils.”’ 
™ Cuestiones educacionales. 17: 128-37, February, 
1915. 

Beginning with a discussion of Sarmiento’s educational 
ideals, the author notes a lack of progress since the time 
of the great educator and lists present evils. He disap- 
proves of the use of women as teachers after the second 
grade; their place is in the home. He also disapproves 
of the legion of South American authors who go to Paris 
to do their writing.

In the first part of this work the author studies the 
present rural schools in the province of Entre Rios; in 
the second, he discusses the Montessori method; the 
third is a portrayal of the ideal school and teacher.

Despite the usefulness of this work as one of reference 
for the professor, Giusti believes students will learn to 
write only by actually doing it. He urges greater stress 
on courses in composition rather than an analytic study 
of grammar. 

Bermann, Gregorio. El conflicto universitario de 
Cérdoba. 28: 517-24, April, 1918. 

A student revolt and an attempt to modernize the 
university. Participation of students and alumni in this 
renovation is to be through the creation of a Federaci6én 
Universitaria Argentina in which professors, students, 
and alumni shall be represented in the contro] of the 
university. 

Los estudios filoséficos en nuestra facultad de 
filosofia y letras. 31: 364-83, March, 1919. 

An analysis of the course of study with suggested im- 
provements. 

Bermann, Leonilda Barrancos de. 
cacional. 72: 67-75, May, 1931. 

Lamentation over the professional weaknesses in Ar- 
gentine school teachers: their lack of pedagogical tech- 
nique and effective organization, their superficiality. 
The author suggests several means of improvement and 
mentions Satil Taborda’s Investigaciones pedagégicas, 
with its valuable contributions in the field of pedagogy. 
*Blanco, Marcos Manuel. Algunos aspectos de la 

ensefianza primaria. 57: 384-95, August, 1927. 

An analysis of the weaknesses in present Argentine 
education, with stress on the need for the education of 
the masses.

A discussion of the correct age for the beginning of 
public compulsory education, with a plea for elasticity 
in this respect and greater adaptation of education to the 
needs of the individual pupil.

Comment on the work of José A. Natala and his new 
method of the teaching of reading.

An address listing causes for the high percentage of 
illiteracy in Argentina.

Note on the opinion of a Dr. Alfredo Calcagno to the 
effect that children should not begin their primary 
education until the age of ten.

THE NEW NOVEL 
“I am the people, the mob.” 
Carl Sandburg. 
The novel emerged from the World War with new 
attitudes toward life and new technica! methods in 


dealing with it. It is a simple of many compounds. 
The philosophy of Nietzsche, the social criticism of Ibsen, 
the new psychology, to use a broad and familiar term, 
the complexes of Freud are among its elements. It, too, 
is a reflection of modern life, expressing the challenging 
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and iconoclastic temper of recent years, the economic 
and social unrest, the doubt, revolt, and frustration. 
Passionate aspirings for freedom of thought and expres- 
sion are clearly to be noted. Realism has followed 
closely in the steps of science. The plots have been 
sharpened as well as the painting of background. 

The stream of consciousness beginning with James 
Joyce’s Ulysses is the new method of creating character 
and interpreting life. This is the method of revealing 
whole crude thought as it flows through the mind of a 
human being. ‘‘The words which are symbols of images 
are not joined together by logic but by associatioas of 
images linked with images or sounds linked with sounds 
exactly as they flow through the mental stream.’’ Char- 
acters are thus presented from oblique angles and an 
oblique method of narrative developed. A critic has 
written of this great novel ‘‘For readers to whom books 
are an important means of learning about life, it stands 
preeminent among modern rivals as one of the most 
monumental works of the human intelligence.”” Literary 
history has passea another milestone.
